Directions  for  Planting  Roses. 

When  you  receive  your  Rose  Plants  they 
should  be  planted  at  once,  if  possible.  If  not, 
the  package  should  be  moistened  without 
uncovering  the  roots  and  keep  in  a  cool 
place,  or  unpacked  and  laid  in  a  trench, 
covering  up  practically  all  of  the  branches 
as  well  as  the  roots  and  keep  wet  until  they 
are  planted. 

To  PRKP.4RE  THE  Bed — It  should  be  dug 
at  least  18  inches  deep  and  filled  with  good 
soil  and  rotted  manure  mixed  will  together 
and  well  packed  down. 

My  Roses  will  be  trimmed  and  ready 
for  planting  when  delivered.  They 
should  be  planted  about  two  feet  apart. 

The  plants  which  I  furnish  are  all  budded 
and  it  is  very  essential  that  they  are  planted 
so  the  bud  is  at  least  two  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground,  after  it  has  been  lev¬ 
eled  off.  Have  the  hole  large  enough  so  as 
not  to  crowd  the  roots  and  pack  the  soil 
firmly  down,  as  it  is  filled  in.  Do  not  allow, 
any  manure  to  get  against  the  roots  of  the 
roots  of  the  plant.  Put  a  mulch  of  manure 
on  top  after  plaming  and  allow  it  to  stay  on 
until  the  plants  have  started  to  grow  good  ; 
then  it  can  be  forked  into  the  ground. 

Keep  well  watered  !
